What is the one fact 
which has produced wrong every- 
where and awakened ia different 
tongues and with different weap- 
ons one spirit of rebellion? It is 
the revolt against human nature. 
The remarkable thing about this 
world-wide chaos is that men are 
not only aware of it, ‘but aware 
also that mankind is alone respon- 
sible for its shame and misery, so 
that the problem confronting man 
is concerned with the meaning of 
life, the destiny of human nature, 
which means the final haven of 
every individual man’s voyage. 

In the tragic sorrow. of var. gen- 
eration, God alone .can intervene 
with superhuman power which can 
cope with the hard, dark, persist- 
ent fact of a chaga whose other 
name is sin. So can only. God eon- 
quer chaos~and through -faith-de- 
liver man from the demon of: de- 
spair, 80 only as the word spreads 
from soul to soul, from conscience 
to conscience, from one surren- 
dered will to win the surrender of 
another. ” 

Last evening Reverend Adam 
W. Burnet took for his subject the 
account of Jesus’ washing the dis- 
ciples’ feet, given in the gospel of 
St. John.
